The disaster occurred at the 
house, a three-story frame 
built for a hotel and hnnadtoff-l 
iccoratncxlote the employes ai 
lam. which haa been ur>der e< 
construction for the pa*t year. 

The hotel waa situated upesa tho 
tide above the railroad, and wa* 
only building on the north aWe at Vbt 
84 by 40 feet in sUmeo- 
siptwi and contained 2f. sleeping room*. 
It also contained the teletfropto office, 
the post ntr.ee an.t a store. Ttke pro- 
prietorswere Frank J. HradJejr and 
Uobert Keeaoy. 

Every room in tho building waa oc- 
cupied Monday night, the " ' 
ing- men employed on the 
qtthe dam. The fire was < 
£5o o'clock by William Bolllea, 
ored porter. The store room 
full of rJames. 

Hollies arose at 4 o'clock and began 
bus usual morning work ot oieuningup 
the first floor.

the alarm by running up to the second
